LARNACA, April 9, (Agen- 
cies): Hijackers holding about 
50 hostages aboard a Kuwait 
Airways jet today shot to 
death their first passenger, a 
Kuwaiti Army official, in the 
five-day ordeal after officials 
refused to refuel the plane. 
The terrorists later released 
another Kuwaiti passenger as 
a “sign of goodwill.” 

“Send a priest, a coffin and an 
ambulance as we are going to 
throw him out onto the tarmac.” 
a hijacker told the Lamaca inter- 
national airport control tower in 
Cyprus after the killing. The 
hijackers wrapped the body in a 
gray tarpaulin and threw it onto 
the tarmac where it was picked 
up by an airport ambulance. 

The victim was said by the 
hijackers to be a high-ranking 
security official

In Kuwait, Information Mini- 
ster Sheikh Jaber Mubarak A1 
Hamad said the dead man was 
“one of three persons carrying 
military status who were return- 
ing from a holiday aboard the 
plane.” He gave no other details 
and declined to name the other 
m embers of the Kuwait armed 
forces; h£S5d, reinsure# aboard 
the plane. 

A six-member Kuwaiti delega- 
tion, the second to arrive in 15 
hours, flew into Lamaca this 
afternoon after the second direct 
talks. 

Cyprus government spokes- 


man Akis Fantis said the delega- 
tion was led by Kuwait’s Mini- 
ster of State for Service Affairs, 
Issa Mohammed A1 Mazidi. 

The delegation was briefed at 
the airport by the first eight- 
member delegation led by the 
director of Kuwait’s Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Hours after the body of the 
dead man was removed, the 
terrorists released a passenger 
identified as Fadhel Abdel 
Rasoul Leiri, 32, a Kuwaiti com- 
puter expert, for unspecified 
"health reasons.” Fadhel is a 
Shi'ite. i 

The release came after a series 
of negotiating sessions between 
the air pirates and a team compr- 
ised of an aviation official and 
two members of the PLO. 

Control 

“They handed him over to me 
a short while ago as a sign of 
goodwill.” Milad Abdu. one of 
the PLO officials, said at 8 pm 
local time in a telephone 
interview from thecontrol tower. 

Shortly after the release, 
however, a Cypriot government 
spokesman said efforts to end the 
drama appeared to be in 
deadlock. 

On their part, the hnackers 
reminded Kuwaiti and Cypriot 
authorities that they were still 
vehemently adhering to their 
original demand. 

“Attention government of 
Kuwait and government of 
Cyprus and the entire world. We 
insist on our demands, namely

the release of otir 17 brothers 
from Kuwaiti prison. Please 
reply Kuwait and stop gambling 
on our retreat and our 
demands,” the hijackers told the 
Lamaca control tower. 

Fantis, commenting on the 
release, told reporters “the 
hijackers said it is good gesture 
but this does not mean that the 
situation changes. We insist on 
the release of all hostages and 
they do not agree with this. They 
have asked for medicine which 
shall be provided.” 

Determine 

Asked if Cyprus would 
reciprocate the release with any- 
thing, Fantis said: “Nothing, the 
man was sick, exhausted and has 
been taken to hospital. His 
return is a good gesture but they 
still insist on leaving without 
releasing any of the hostages, and 
so we have come to a deadlock."

Israel claims it can 
deal with missiles 


TEL AVIV, April 9, (Reuter): 
The Israeli Army Chief-of-Staff, 
Lieutenant-Qeneral Dan 
Shomron, sought yesterday to 
allay fears of possible Arab 
nuclear or chemical attacks on 
Israel. 

The fears were caused by the 
recent deployment of Chinese- 
made medium-range missiles in 
Saudi Arabia and the reported 
use of chemical warheads in the 
Iran-Iraqwar. 

“Every state considering using 
these types of weapon weighs the 
possible gains and damage to 
itself first ... I’m convinced they 
know our ability to hurt them is 
far greater.” Shomron said in an 
interview on an Army-run radio 
station. 

Effective 

“We can deal with the threat 
by deterrence, by defensive and 
offensive means and by effective 
civil defence,” he added. 

Shomron said missiles such as 
the Soviet-designed Scud carried 


only a ton of explosives while any 
modern combat aircraft carried 
at least five tons and could 
deliver them more effectively. 

“The problem of the missiles 
today is not so great” he said, 
adding that Arab air power was 
inferior to Israel’s. ■ 

Asked if Israel had the 
capability to launch missiles at 
Arab states, Shomron replied: 
“So I’ve read in the newspapers.” 
Concern 

China’s sale to Sa udi Arabia of 
CSS-2 missiles, capable of 
delivering nuclear warheads to 
any part of Israel, sparked con- 
cern in the Jewish state and hints 
by a senior Israeli official of a 
possible pre-emptive strike 
against the Saudi batteries. 

The Israeli reaction, in turn, 
drew a statement of concern 
from the United States and warn- 
ings of retaliation from other 
Arab states if Israel attacked 
Saudi Arabia.

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Soviets offer 
asylum to 
Kabul leaders 

WASHINGTON, April 9,, 
(UPI): Soviet officials, preparing 
for a May 1 5 troop withdrawal 
from Afghanistan and the 
probable fall of their puppet 
Kabul govemmenLbave begun 
offering asylum to top Afghan 
political leaders, according to 
Reagan administration officials. 

There are also intelligence 
reports that some senior Afghan 
communist officialshave already 
left the country under diploma tic 
cover and will not return, the 
officials said. 

Administration sources des- 
cribed a number of Soviet steps 
already under way to prepare for 
the withdrawal tentatively 
announced on Thursday in a 
joint statement by Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev and Afghan 
President Najibullah. 

The sources said the only 
remaining roadblock to ending 
the nine-year-old Soviet occupa- 
tion is the signing in Geneva of an 
agreement between Pakistan and 
Afghanistan setting a firm 
evacuation timetable. 

Guarantee 

An accord would guarantee a 
neutral, non-aligned Afghanis- 
tan and leave unresolved the 
question of an in rerim govern- 
ment, sources said. 

As part of withdrawal 
preparations, US officials said 
the Soviets already have begun 
moving their civilians closer to 
the Soviet Embassy compound 
in the Afghan capital for safety 
reasons and have started to close 
bases in southern Afghanistan. 


speaking hijackers kept’ their 
faces covered during the talks 
and he was unable to determine 
their nationalities from their 
accents. 

“During my last encounter 
with them, they told me that this 
was it for the night and they 
would not talk to us again until 
morning,” he said at 9:50 pm 
“They have not made new 
threats and have not set any 
deadlines.” 

Cyprus television reported 
that the hijackers initially 
“proposed that five hostages be 
released in exchange for refuell- 
ing of their aircraft and its depar- 
ture from Cyprus.” 

They later suggested that “half 
the passengers” be freed in return 
for the release of similar number 
of the 17 held by Kuwait, it 
added. 

Finally, the TV said, the 
hijackers proposed that the three 
sentenced to death be released in 
exchange for half the passengers, 
adding that when the trio’s 
release was confirmed, they 
would let the remaining passen- 
gers go. 

Senior Cypriot officials 
declined to confirm or deny the 
television report. 

Positions 

The hijackers executed the 
passenger with three gunshots 
fired at point-blank range from 
behind the ear about 1 1:35 am, 
an hour after the lapse of their 
deadline for refuelling the plane, 
a Cypriot government spokes- 
man said. 

Airport authorities said 
privately they expected the kill- 
ing to harden the positions of 
Cyprus and Kuwait, which has 
refused to release the 17 prison- 
ers.

IBM, a company with extensive 
business dealings with Khoraii 
Business Machines which 
employs Fadhel Abdul Rasoul 
Leiri, a Kuwaiti hostage released 
yesterday in Larnaca, is prepared 
to send a private jet to Cyprus to 
bring him home. 

“We want to get him out of 
Cyprus as soon as the authorities 
allow us” said Mustafa 
Rugibani, the IBM regional 
manager who flew to Kuwait 
from Paris three days ago follow- 
ing the hijacking of flight KU 
422. 

Rugibani left last night for 
Cyprus where the IBM staff from 
the company's two offices, in 
Lamaca and Nicosia, are look- 
ing after Leiri. 

One of Lein's colleagues in 
Kuwait said yesterday: “We are

feared a 

suicide 

crash 

LARNACA. April 9, (Agen- 
cies): Kuwaiti authorities yester- 
day feared that after the hijacked 
jumbo took off from Mashhad in 
northeast Iran, the hijackers 
might attempt a spectacular 
suicide crash into Kuwait airport 
or the royal palace. 

Western diplomats, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said 
that the fears arose after Kuwaiti 
officials debriefed 49 freed pas- 
sengers and crew members who 
were brought back to Kuwait 
from Mashhad. 

The diplomats did not say if 
the hijackers had made any 
specific threat to stage a Kamik- 
aze-style crash, but reported the 
Kuwaitis were “genuinely con- 
cerned” about that possibility. 
Plea 

On Friday the Iraqi pilot and 
passengers of the airliner pleaded 
for their lives as the jet circled' 
Beirut airport forbidden to land. 

Tense exchanges between the 
Boeing 747 and Beirut control 
tower highlighted the drama and 
terror aboard the plane. 

“Control tower, control tower 
... can you hear me, can you bear 
me. Kuwaiti, Kuwaiti. They are 
forcing me to land." the pilot 
radioed as he approached BeiruL 

“I am the hijacked plane. They 
are forcing me to land. We are 
requested to land. If we don't 
they mil shoot us. 

“They are forcing me to land. 
Please, please answer me.” 

But Syrian Army officers con- 
trolling the airport categorically 
refused permission and 
threatened to open fire. 

As the plane ran low on fuel, a 
hijacker took the radio and 
screamed at the control tower “I 
am the hijacker talking. We don’t 
want a confrontation with you.i 
We have members of the Kuwaiti 
royal family.” 

A tower official replied: 
J Don't get angry ... I cannot 
allow you to land in BeiruL” 

Beg 

Two passengers added their 
pleas. 

“I am Anware K haled A1 
Sabah, one of the passengers of 
the plane. Please allow us to land 
at the airport,” a sobbing woman 
member of Kuwait's ruling 
family said. 

A man said in a trembling 
voice: “My name is Khaled A1 
Ghabandi, one of the passengers 
of the plane. The plane has no 
fuel. We have to land. Tbe pas- 
sengers are scared. 1 am speaking 
on behalf of all the passengers." 

The pilot again begged for lan- 
ding rights: 

“I beg you, I kiss your hand, I 
beg you again, please let me land. 

I swear I understand all your 
reasons, but I beg you because I 
have human lives at risk here. I 
beg you to allow me to land.” 

“You are wasting your time 
here,” an official told. them as 1 
darkness fell. 

A hijacker threatened to crash, 
the plane into the airport, but it 
eventually turned away out to 
sea and landed a short time later 
at Larnaca airport in Cyprus.

Abdullah, said yesterday that 
Kuwaiti and Cypriot authorities 
are continuing their efforts to 
secure the quick release of the 
passengers aboard the hijacked 
Kuwaiti plane. 

The Crown Prince thanked the 
Cypriot authorities for theircon- 
cern and for allowing the 
Kuwaiti plane to land in Lamaca 
airport. 

He hoped that Cypriot 
officials' efforts would be succes- 
sful in releasing the passengers 
and the aircraft. 

Team 

Meanwhile, officials at Lar- 
naca airport Cyprus said a 
Kuwaiti negotiating team rea- 
ched Lamaca at 2 am yesterday 
(2300 GMT Friday) aboard an 
executive jet “to cooperate with 
Cypriot authorities in securing 
the release of the people on the 
hijacked aircraft.” 

Eight people, identified as sen- 
ior diplomats and aides, got off 
the plane and were escorted by 
armed Cypriot police officers 
into the terminal building to 
meet Cyprus' Foreign Minister. 
George lacovou, and Interior 
Minister Christodolos Ven- 
iamin, the officials said. 

Oneofthediplomats was iden- 
tified as a member of Kuwait's 
ruling A1 Sabah family, three of 
whose members are on the 
hijacked airliner. But the officials 
did not name him. 


Sikhs may 
have Stinger 
missiles 

AMRITSAR, April 9, (AP): 
Police officials said today they 
fear that Sikh extremists have 
acquired Stinger anti-aircraft 
missiles and have hidden them 
inride the Golden Temple, Sikh- 
ism's holiest shrine. 

Acquisition of the US-made 
shoulder-launched missiles 
would be a major increase in 
weaponry for the extremists, 
who have been waging a guerrilla 
war since 1982 for more political 
autonomy or an independent 
homeland in northern Punjab 
state. 

Suggest 

The Sikhs have largely relied 
on knives, swords, pistols and 
automatic rifles. Last month, the 
extremists used rocket-propelled 
grenades for the first time in three 
attacks on police and 
paramilitary units. 

A senior Punjab police official 
said in an interview that “initial 
intelligence reports suggest the 
militants inside the temple may 
have Stinger missiles with them.” 
He spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity. 


QIC mini-summit begins today 


HH the Amir today inaugurates 
a two-day meeting of the Organ- 
isation of Islamic Conference 
(OIC) that will discuss the recent 
developments in Muslim world. 

The mini-summit will also 
review the activities of the mem- 
ber states of OIC regarding the 
implementation of recommen- 
dations adopted by the last OIC 
summit held in Kuwait last year. 

Uprising 

The OIC meeting will be 
presided over by the Amir and 
will be attended by Morocco. 
Maldives. Turkey. Pakistan. 
Gabon. Senegal and the PLO. 

Gabon, M aldives and the PLO 
form the bureau of the fifth 
Islamic conference as they were 
elected vice-chairmen and the 
rest of the participants are chair- 


men of the standing committees. 

OlC's bureau is responsible 
for following up the implementa- 
tion of the resolutions adopted at 
the summit conferences. 

The Palestinian uprising, the 
Iran -Iraq war and the Afghan 
problem are on the top of the 
agenda of the meetings begin- 
ning today. 

The Iranian government has 
refused all mediation efforts to 
settle tbe dispute with Iraq, even 
those efforts carried out by OIC 
delegations. Iran’s stubborn 
policy and its refusal to accept 
QIC’s resolutions are obstruct- 
ing peace and the work and 
activities of the organisation. 

In addition, Kuwait has been a 
target of several Iranian aggres- 
sions in the form of attacks on 
Kuwaiti-owned cargo vessels in 


the Gulf and attacks on targets 
inside Kuwait. The last one was 
an attack on the Kuwaiti island 
of Bubiyan orf March 30. 

On the Palestinian issue the 
mini-summit is expected to 
undertake measures to intensify 
efforts at tbe Islamic and inter- 
national levels to support the 
PLO and the uprising and 
uncover the racist policies and 
practices of Tel Aviv. 

Concerned 

As far as the Afghan problem 
is concerned, OIC's bureau 
meets amid signs of relief after 
the announcement of an 
agreement on a Soviet troops 
pullout after nine years of 
occupation of that Muslim coun- 
try. 

If the withdrawal agreement. 


which was announced by L»N 
mediator Diego Cordovez on 
Friday in Geneva, is signed and 
implemented, Afghanistan’s 
membership to the OIC will be 
restored. 

The Presidents of Turkey and 
Pakistan arrived in Kuwait yes- 
terday for the meeting. 

Pakistani President Moham- 
med Zia-uI-Haq heads a commi 1 - 
tee on science and technology 
while Turkish President Kenan 
Evren heads a committee on 
economic and trade coopera- 
tion. 

The Moroccan Premier 
Azzidine Laraki also arrived yes- 
terday. 

Before his departure Zia said 
in Islamabad. Pakistan, that the 
meeting has no fixed agenda.

Emergency 
declared 
in Honduras 

TEGUCIGALPA, April 9, 
(Reuter): Troops and tanks 
patrolled the Honduran capital 
today to enforce a state of emer- 
gency after anti- US riots killed 
fivepeople. 

The government said it had 
uncovered “a vast plan of terror- 
ist actions ... to sow chaos, disor- 
der and unrest'* backed by leftist 
Salvadorean rebels. 

It also said in radio broadcasts 
that drug traffickers had 
promoted violence. 

Protests flared over the con- 
troversial expulsion of suspected 
drug baron Juan Ramon Malta 
to the United States on Tuesday 
and over Washington's 
pervasive influence in Honduras. 

Hundreds of troops and 
police, backed by half a dozen 
tanks, stood guard in quiet 
streets. Restaurants and bars, 
usually open into the early hours, 
were almost all closed on Friday. 

Four bombs exploded in 
Tegucigalpa on Friday and 
protesters set fire to seven vehi- 
cles in the city of San Pedro Sula. 
160 km north of the capital, the 
government said. 

Decree 

Presiden t J ose Azco na called a 
special cabinet meeting on 
Friday and decreed a 15-day 
state of emergency in the two 
cities to try to quell the unrest. It 
was the first state of emergency 
declared in Honduras in more 
than a decade. 

The measure followed a mob 
attack on the US consulate on 
Thursday night. Four people 
were killed by gunfire outside the 
consulate and another was bur- 
ned to death, according to local 
radio and press reports. 

Demonstrators said the expul- 
sion of Malta was illegal as he is 
Honduran and the constitution 
bars extradition of Honduran 
nationals. 

The government reported 
many arrests on Friday, but gave 
no figures, and said it uncovered 
a cache of fire bombs at a teacher 
training college in Tegucigalpa. 

Riot police in Tegucigalpa 
broke up marches to the Con- 
gress ana the US Embassy with 
tear gas and shots in the air. 

One American was beaten up 
in the street and foreign reporters 
were threatened by demon- 
strators. 


UN-backed accord bound to be broken 

Afghan rebels vow to fight 


PESHAWAR, April 9, (Reuter): 
Guerrillas fighting Soviet and 
‘Kabul government forces have 
poured scorn on the UN-spoifc 
sored Afghan settlement, calling 
it an agreement designed to be 
violated. 

“The mujafaedeen ... will not 
be bound by the outcome of the 
Geneva agreements and they will 
continue the war,”, the main Pak- 
istan-based guerrilla alliance 
said in a statement 

The alliance based, in the Pak- 
istani frontier town of Peshawar 
issued the statement last night 
hours after UN mediator Diego 
Cordovez announced the Gen- 
eva agreement was ready for sig- 
ning. 

Officials said the pact which 
provides for the withdrawal of an 
estimated 1 15,000 Soviet troops 
from Afghanistan and the return 
of some five milli on refugees, 
could be signed by Pakistan and 
the Kabul government no later 
than April 14. 

The guerrillas said the accord,

which also stipulates an end to 
outside interference in Afghanis- 
tan, would be broken 
immediately because the superp- 
owers had agreed to continue to 
arm their respective allies during 
and after a withdrawal. 

Violation 

“After the signing of the 
agreement, continued support to 
the mujahedeen will mean that 
this agreement was signed to be 
violated,” the 2, 000- word 
statement said. 

“What will be the value of an 
agreement which is signed with 
the intention to be violated after- 
wards?" 

The mujahedeen, who receive 
arms from the United States, 
China and some Arab countries, 
have refused an offer by Afghan 
President Najibullah to form a 
coalition government and want 
to establish some form of Islamic 
rule in Kabul. 

The statement, issued by the 
office of alliance chairman Gul- 


buddin Hekmaty&r, said the 
agreement was ineffective and 
flawed because it did not provide 
for a new government acceptable 
to the people of Afghanistan and 
the refugees. 

Pakistan, which provides a 
home to three million refugees 
and thousands of guerrillas, 
would lose respect in the eyes of 
the refugees if it signed, it added. 

Observers in Islamabad say 
about a million people have been 
kzlled and vasts tracts of agricul- 
tural land rendered unusable for 
years in the fighting since Soviet 
troops entered Afghanistan in 
1979 to shore up a weak Marxist 
government 

Endorsement 

The United States and Soviet 
Union will not sign the Geneva 
accords between Islamabad and 
Kabul but will agree parallel 
‘understandings’ to create condi- 
tions under which the accords 
can be carried out, US sources in 
Islamabad said.

The report said the Rev. Carl 
S chmi tz, 70, died on Thursday of 
multiple gunshot wounds inside 
his convent in Koron&dal. 

Saguin “Johnny” Munday, 
29, a B’laan tribesman and leader 
of the Icoal government militia, 
surrendered to police after the 
killing, according to accounts. ■ 

The military said the shooting 
occurred after a heated argument 
between Munday and Schmitz 
over the clergyman's willingness 
to give santuary to wanted 
criminals. 

Manila newspapers gave dif» 
fering accounts on the killing. 

The Philippine inquirer said 
Schmitz punched Munday dur- 
ing a confrontation, prompting 
the militiaman to shoot 

The M anil a bulletin, quoting a 
military report said the priest 
allegedly turned down Munday's 
wife when she applied fora tea ch- 
ing job at the missionary school. 


COLOMBO, April 9, (AP): 
Separatist Tamil rebels stopped 
1 4 Sinhalese villagers on a road in 
northern Sri I antra and mas- 
sacred them, military officials 
said today.. 

The slaying took place last 
evening when villagers on bicy- 
cles and in a truck were stopped 
near the town of Anuradhapura, 
about 160 kilometers northeast 
of Colombo, said the officials on 
condition of anonymity. 

They did not elaborate on the 
slayings. 

The latest killings raised to at 
least 147 the number of villagers 
slain in northern Sri Lanka since 
March 2. Most of the vic tims 
have been members of the 
island's majority Sinhalese com- 
munity. 

But at least 22 members of the 
minority Tamil Community 
were killed in a revenge attack 
blamed on Sinhalese on March 
11, and 17 Muslims dial in a raid 
blamed on Tamil separatists on 
March 31. 

The Tamil guerrilla’s have 
b een waging a 4-year-o ld 
guerrilla war for an independent 




homeland in the north and east 
of the island. India now has more 
than 50,000 troops on the island 
to try to contain the Tigers' 
rebellion. 

Meanwhile, detectives have 
arrested a Sinhalese man belived 
responsible for the assassination 
attempt against President Junius 
Jayewardene in Parliament last 
year.

Li confirmed as 
Chinese premier 


BEIJING, April 9, (UPI): 

China ’s parliament confirmed Li 
Peng as premier today, electing 
the Soviet-trained electrical 
engineer to the post once held by 
his adoptive father, the revered 
communist leader Chou En-Lai. 

Li, 59, a leading expert on 
nuclear power, was elected by the 
nearly 3,000 delegates of the 
National People's Congress, 
China’s nominal legislature. 
Newly elected President Yang 
ShangL-nn had named him per- 
sonally. 

The Soviet-trained technocrat 
was granted temporary steward- 
ship of the post last November 
when then-Premier Zhao Zivang 
became general secretary of the 
Communist Party. 

Chou served as China's 
premier and chief foreign policy 
maker from the communist 
nation’s founding in 1949 until 
his death in 1976. 

Ballots 

The confirmation gives Li, as 
China’s head of government, the 
rhanrfr to make his mark as he 
takes charge of implementing a 
new phase of senior leader Deng 
Xiaoping's ambitious 

programme of market-oriented 
economic reforms. 

Li, while pledging support for 
the reforms, revealed a con- 
servative bent last year when he 
joined a campaign against Wes- 


tern liberal ideas. 

Splashes of crimson, pink and 
orange flashed throughout the 
cavernous Great Hall of the Peo- 
ple as delegates carefully marked 
coloured ballots with their 
choices for a variety of state 
posts. 

Delegates also appointed 
Yang and Zhao as vice-chairmen 
of the government central 
military commission and elected 
six Dengnominess to it. The slate 
brings toe panel in line with toe 
more powerful party military, 
commission, which oversees the 
3 million-strong People’s Libera- 
tion Army. 

Among toe military leaders

Jackson, Dukakis set 


NEW YORK, April 9, (Rcuig):

TEHRAN, April 9, (Renter): 
Iran’s parliamentary elections 
highlighted divisions among the 
country’s powerful- religious 
leaders on how to deal with 
reform of an economy strained 
by more than seven years of war, 
government sources said today. 

They said Friday's elections to 
the 270-seat parliament (majlis) 
brought into sharp focus dif- 
ferences among conservative and 
radical factions of clergymen on 
the role of the private sector. 

Divisions could be seen in the 
varying stands of clergymen — 
as well as student and worker 
groups — in urging people 
through a colourful poster com- 
paign to vote for nearly 1,600 
candidates to the single-chamber 
Majlis. 

Results will be known in a 
week. 

In the capital, the main contes- 
ts the third parliamentary elec- 
tions since the 1979 Islamic 
revolution was between con- 
didates backed by toe powerful 
Tehran militant clergymen's 
association and a har d lin e break- 
away faction. 

There are no officially recogn- 
ised political parties and local 
associations can support can- 
didates only in .their own con- 
stituency.

The study, “World Military 
Expenditures and Arms.Trans- 
fers,” contains statistics on arms 
supplying and buying countries 
through 1986, when -weapons 
imports totalled more than $34 
billion. That compared with $42 
billion in 1985 and about $50 ' 
biffion a year between 1981 and 
1984. - - 

“A sharp decline in Middle 
East arms imports in 1985 and 
1 986 wasthe main contributor to ..

KUWAITI Pilots and Aircraft 
Engineers Society deplored yes- 
terday the hijacking of the 
Kuwaiti airliner Al-Jabriya by 
unidentified gunmen onTuesday 
and described the culprits as a 
group of “irresponsible 
demagogic people.” 

In a cable addressed to K uwait 
Airways Chairman Ahmed 
Hamad AI Mishari, the Kuwaiti 
society expressed readiness of 
members to put theircapabiUties 
under the disposal of Kuwaiti 
authorities in order to put an end 
u> the ordeal, stressing that the 
incident would not weaken their 
position nor would it affect their 
commitment to their ideals and 
principles. 

The Kuwaiti airliner was 
hijacked last Tuesday while on a • 
flight from Bangkok to Kuwait 
and comma ndeeretL-by the 
hijackers to the Iranian airport of 
Mashhad. The plane stayed at 
Mashhad airport until earlier 
today when it was refuelled, con- 
trary to a request by Kuwaiti 
authorities, 1 and took off for a 
3:30 hours flight which ended in 
the Cypriot airport of Lamaca 
Friday night. 

Turkey has strongly denoun- 
ced the killing of a Kuwaiti pas- 
senger on the hijacked Kuwait 
Airways plane. 

Turkey reiterated its condem- 
nation of any kind of terrorist 
activity. 

A press release of the Turkish 
embassy in Kuwait said:

Cypriot government spokes- 
man Akis F antis confirmed that 
the victim, about 25 to 30 years of 
age, was a Kuwaiti security 
official. Neither Fantis nor 
Kuwaiti authorities would 
release the man's name. 

Fantis said a medical examina- 
tion at Lamaca hospital showed 
the man had been “severely tor- 
tured at least 18-24 hours before 
he was executed by shooting at 
point-blank range behind his 
ear.” He said the medical 
examination also showed the 
man had a broken neck. 

The slain passenger, said by 
Kuwait to be a member of the 
Kuwaiti armed forces who was 
returning from a vacation, was 
the first person to be killed 
aboard flight KU422 since the 
Boeing 747 was hijacked on 
Tuesday during a non-stop flight 
from Bangkok, Thailand, to 
Kuwait. 

Between five and 10 hijackers 
brandishing pistols and hand 
grenades initially diverted the 
plane to Mashhad in northeas- 
tern Iran, near the Soviet . and 
Afghan borders, where iUsat on 
the ground for about 80 hours 
while Iranian authorities 
negotiated the release of 57 of the 
112 people aboard. 

Still aboard the aircraft were 
55 people, including the five to 10 
hijackers and three members of 
the Kuwaiti ruling family. The 
passengers were all Kuwaiti 
nationals. The hijackers told the 
airport tower that six of their 
captives were “sick”. 

The Arabic-speaking terror- 
ists. who were demanding the 
release of 17 Shi'ite Muslims 
imprisoned in Kuwait for the 
1983 bombings of the US and 
French embassies and other 
facilities, forced the Iraqi pilot to 
lake off from Mashhad yester- 
day and later tried to land at the 
closed and barricaded Beirut air- 
port. 

The jumbo jet circled Beirut 
airport in a nerve-racking three- 
hour standoff yesterday during 
which the hijackers repeatedly 
threatened to crash the plane 
while air traffic controllers told 
them to “go find yourself 
another airport.” 

The crisis ended when officials 
at Lamaca international airport, 
125 miles northwest of Beirut on 
the east coast of Cyprus, cleared 
the jet to land. 

Action 

The killing of Lhe Kuwaiti pas- 
senger came about 1 6 hours after 
Lhe Boeing 747 landed at Lar- 
naca, 25 miles southeast of the 
Cypriot capital of Nicosia. 

Fantis, questioned about 
whether the government had 
considered military action 


against Lhe hijackers, said it had 
been discussed. 

In a message to the ain>ort 
control tower about the. killing, 
the hijackers said: “We did this 
because you would not give us 
fuel and you are in agreement 
with the Kuwaiti government." 

The air pirates have repeatedly 
demanded fuel since they landed 
at Lamaca about 8 pm last night, 
but government officials. led by 
Foreign Minister . George 
lacovou, have stalled in comply- 
ing. 

lacovou ruled out the use of 
force to end the hijack crisis hop- 
ing that it would be solved soon 
peacefully. 

Hours earlier the hijackers had 
carried out a threat to beat the 
passengers unless Cypriot 
officials agreed to refuel the 
airliner.

Removal of shops from

The most dangerous thing, however, is to bow to the 
threats of the hijackers, who will receive much pleasure if 
their demands are met The issue is not the demands they 
have made at this time. Today they want the release of 
prisoners; after that they may ask for ransom, arid it is 
impossible to say the extent to which they would go 
following that. 


Kuwait is a free society — its planes fly everywhere, 
Kuwaiti citizens travel to many countries and Kuwaiti 
embassies are in most countries. Kuwait's airliners, 
embassies and citizens are all easy targets for blackmail if 
the government’s position is not strong and decisive m 
dealing with these hijackers. 

During a meeting held by HH the Amir with the 
editors- in-chief of Kuwaiti newspapers, the Amir stres- 
sed that the hijackers seemed to flunk that the presence of 
some of the Sabah family members aboard the hijacked 
plane might weaken the government’s firm stand. 


HH stressed that the hijackers were totally wrong. The 
system in Kuwait does not differentiate among citizens 
— all are equal. These are indeed wise words of the man 
responsible for justice. 


It must be remembered that any concessions made by 
the Kuwaiti government will not stop or be limited to this 
particular hijacking. These men may then be encouraged 
to kidnap individuals and to terrorise Kuwaiti establish- 
ments abroad. 


A strong, decisive stand is the only way to stop these 
people and the wave of terrorism spreading throughout 
the world. 


Our hearts are with the passengers still aboard the 
airplane, and we have nothing to give them except our 
prayers for their release and safety. 


It is regrettable that this incident comes at a time when 
the presidency bureau of the Fifth Islamic Summit and 
the permanent committees of the Organisation of Islamic 


Conference are beginning their meetings in Kuwait. The 
incident could be aimed at disruptin g this i mportant ; 

which yielded positive results at the 


Islamic meeting, 

Islamic summit in Kuwait last year. 


The Kuwaiti government dealt wisely with the hijack- 
ing of the Kuwaiti plane two years ago. The Kuwaiti 
government will show the same wisdom in cooperating 
with the Cypriot government in solving this dilemma, 
which is expected to leave victims behind.

Jailed 17: Kuwait’s 
Achilles’ heel

SEVENTEEN jailed Arab 
terrorists are the Achilles’ heel of 
Kuwait, again sucked into Mid- 
dle East violence yesterday with 
the murder of a Kuwaiti officer 
on a hijacked airliner to Cyprus. 

The Kuwait Airways hijack- 
ing is the latest in a series of 
hostage- takings carried out 
throughout the region since f 9S4 
on behalf of the 17. 


Islamic Jihad claimed respon- 
sibility. 

Diplomats say there are close 
links between the Shi’ite 
extremists of Lebanon, Kuwait 
and Iraq. 

Kuwaiti authorities arrested 
25 suspects and put them on trial 
in Feb 1984. Five were acquitted, 
six were sentenced to death — 
three in absentia — and the rest 
were jailed for terms ranging 
from five years to life. 


Kuwait-based diplomats and 
Lebanese security officials say 
there is little doubt the hijack is 
the work of Shi'ite Muslim 
extremists linked to kidnappers 
holding about 25 foreign nation- 
als in Lebanon. 

Like-minded extremists, ins- 
pired by the Islamic revolution in 
Iran, the centre of Shi'ism, are 
also thought to haveengineered a 
1984 hijack of a Kuwait Airways 
Airbus to Tehran and a 1985 
TWA hijack to Beirut. 


Those convicted are now held 
in maximum security prisons.

Pressure may force Israel to be 



RARELY has an American 
secretary of state been willing to 
expose himself to rebuffs as 
George Shultz on his latest visit 
to the Middle East- But it is bis 
view this may be the last real 
opportunity to set the stage for a 
negotiated solution of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 

There is a new fluidity in the 
situation, as he sees ife On the 
Arab side King Hussein of Jor- 
dan must be aware that the 
radicalisation among the Pales- 
tinians is bound to undermine 
him and therefore make him 
more willing to enter into 
negotiations. ‘ 

But he is holding back, waiting 
to see whether Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Shamir will modify 
his position. And on the Israeli 
side new pressures inside Israel 
and among the American Jewish 
community are developing that 
may force the Israeli government 
lo adopt a more flexible attitude. 

Shultz, his critics inside the 
administration say, allowed 
Shamir to claim victory after his 
visit to Washington when it was 
quite the opposite. For this 
reason, I am told, Israeli corre- 
spondents in Washington, have 
been backgrounded to correct 
this impression and to make it 
clear that the visit did not go well. 

It's also one of the reasons why 
Shultz, so soon after the Israeli 
prime minister’s visit to Washin- 
gton, chose to go to Israel. 

Objectionable 

Shamir, after his meetings in 
Washington, gave the impres- 
sion that it was the United 
Nations’ sponsored “inter- 
national conference” he found 
most objectionable in Shultz’s 
peace plan. 

But, according to Shultz, that 
was incorrect The real reason 
was that he objected to the basic 
principle that underlies the peace 
plan: the exchange of territory 
for peace, a principle that Israel 
had previously subscribed to. 

The Palestinian objection to 
the peace plan is that it is based 
on a two-state solution, a first 


interim stage and. about a year 
lina 


later, the final settlement. They 
fear that the interim stage, which 
calls for local elections to establ- 
ish local administrations run by 
the Palestinians themselves, 
would become permanent and a 
final settlement would be post- 
poned indefinitely. 

However Shultz is convinced 
that an interim regime is essential 
"td resolve tiie central issue; the 
transfer -of land" fo the Palestin- 
ians in a rational way. The 
American experts believe that 
unless the interim regime can be 


made to work first, the final step 
cannot follow. 

As one of them put it to me: 
“The Arabs will have to face up 
to it”. 

Shultz’ meeting with two 
Palestinian bom Americans with 
close ties to the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation caused an 
uproar in Israel whereit was seen 
as a breech of a commitment 
given by Henry Kissinger when 
he was secretary of state. 

Shultz has come to the con- 
clusions that bis plan can only 
succeed if Palestinians are 
brought into the negotiating 
process- It represents a major 
change in American policy if the 
Palestinians are willing to show 
flexibility on their part. 

Side 

In the controversy over the 
role of the international con- 
ference the United States is 
inclined to side with the Israelis 
in the sense that it should have no 
veto power over the substance of 
the negotiations or over 
agreements reached directly in 
bilateral negotiations. 

This benign role of the inter- 
national conference is currently 
unacceptable to the Soviet 
Union. As Eduard Shevard- 
nadze said here the other day: 

An international conference 
with authority is at the oentre of 
the process”. The Syrian govern- 
ment too wants a conference that 
would have a certain amount of 
control over the negotiations to 
prevent any separate deals and to 
make sure that Jordan does not 
act as a stalking horse for the 
United States. 

American officials concede 
that the conference entails risks 
the Soviet Union could exploit, 
but they hope to overcome those 
by an advance agreement on the 
ground rules under which it 
would function. 

Originally, one of the main 
reasons for Shultz's trip to the 
Middle East was the prospect of 
an early election in Israel. U 
would have served to underscore 
the United Slates’ sympathy with 
Foreign Minister Peres and, 
hopefully, helped to influence 
Israeli public opinion in his 
favour. 

But early elections in June are 
not anymore on the cards. There 
has to be a three months interval 
between the dissolution of the 
Knesset (Israeli parliament) and 
election day which would mean 
holding the elections in the sum- 
mer when the Labouj Party feels 
ata disadvantage. : v ?

Afghan guerrilla group 
undermines resistance

PESHAWAR, Pakistan: An 
Afghan guerrilla group that until 
recently received a major share of 
aid from the United States and 
other countries seems to be 
undermining, rather than help- 
ing, the resistance.

Western diplomats are increasin- 
gly critical of the 


It has 
reportedly hijacked aid destined 
for other Afghan guerrillas and 
civilians, kidnapped relief work- 
ers, and is suspected by some of 
murdering a French aid worker 
and a British journalist. The US 
and Pakistan have in recent mon- 
ths reduced their backing of the 
group. 

Hezb-e-Isiami (Party of 
Islam), a radical fundamentalist 
group led by Gulbuddin Hek- 


matyar, has repeatedly attacked 
members of other factio 


Arab Wahhabi Muslim 
extremists, who provide substan- 
tial support, Hezb and another 
fundamentalist group, the Itti- 
had-e-Islami led by Abdul Rasul 
Sayyaf. are pushing to restrict the . 
movements of foreign relief per- 
sonnel and Western journalists 
inside Afghanistan. Fundamen- 
talist extremists want to get rid of 
any Westernising influences in 
what they think should be a 
purely Islamic “jihad” (holy war) 
against the Soviets. 

This tendency is causing 
increasing concern among inter- 
national relief workers — par- 
ticularly since Hezb until recen- 
tly reportedly received more than 
a third of the aid supplied by the 
United States ($715 million in 
1987), Saudi Arabia, and otber 
countries. (The aid is distributed 
by the Pakistanis.)

bly its arch rival Jamiat-e-Islamj 
(Islamic Society). Often, they 
have pulled out of coordinated 
resistance operations against 
Soviet or Afghan government 
targets at the last minute, leaving 
flanks dangerously exposed. 
This has led to suspicion among 
Afghans that Hekmatyar is sav- 
ing his forces for a battle against 
other Afghan groups — if and 
when the Soviets leave. Hek- 
matyar and bis supporters deny 
such allegations. 

Defections 

Hekraatyar’s Hezb-e-Isiami

many observers believe Hek- 
matyar-has been losing ground in 
the past two or three years, 
including defections by com- 
manders unhappy with the par- 
ty’s actions. Hekmatyar has been 
known to have dose ties with 
Libya and Iran, but some Wes- 
tern sources say he has reduced 
them in recent years. In the past, 
he has repeatedly castigated the 
US for its "imperialism." 

One West European relief 
coordinator describes Hek- 
matyar s Hezb as “an Islamic 
party with the same Stalinist 
intolerance and rigidity" of the 
Soviet-backed communist 
government party in Kabul.

“By supporting the fun- 
damentalists, we are artificially 
giving them an influence which 
they should not command,” said 
Dr Bernard Kouchner of the 
Paris-based Medednsdu Monde 
recently.

How to win an Oscar in ten easy lessons

EVERY year between January 
1 and a variable date in spring , 
(this time April 11), Hollywood 
agents spend a small fortune of 
other people's money trying to 
steer an Oscar into their clients' 
eager hands. 

Winning one raises the ante 
next time an actor's fees are 
being discussed and means big- 
ger commissions for the agent 
whose adroit publicity cam- 
paign delivers the goods on 
Oscar night. Shed any illusions 
that Oscars reward the best of 
anything. They are a marketing 
exercise tout court. 

Who gives Oscars? The gran- 
dly named Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences does. 
This is a glorified trade organ- 
isation set up in 1927 as a cul- 
tural front when Hollywood 
was under attack from 
numerous religious and moral 
watchdogs. Its membership, 
elected by their peers. Is drawn- 
from practising film makers. 
Oscars are thezr way of con- 
gratulating each other for a 
job well done. And since 
Hollywood only recognises 
box-office success, no film that 
it is not a big money-spinner is 
ever named best of its year. 

- In each category of Oscar 
(best script, best editor, etc) 
there are normally five nomin- 
ees. These are selected by 
Academy members of the same 
craft. Thus actors nominate' 
other actors, cameramen and 
so forth. Once the five nomin- 
ees are chosen.

While bridge is a mirror of life in 
many respects, there is one impor- 
tant area of difference. Highway 
robbery is frowned upon in the best 
circles, but meets with praise, and 
sometimes laughter, at the bridge 
table. Sitting South on this hand 
from a team match was one of the 
country’s leading women players, 
Lynn Deas of Schenectady, N.Y. 

North’s raise to two diamonds 
was inverted, showing a good hand 


but denying possession of a four- 
card major. Therefore, South’s bid 
of two hearts, in theory, showed a 
heart stopper, "although in practice it 
is doubtful whether it would have 
stood the test of an enemy attack. 
After North indicated club strength, 
South continued on to three no 
trump. * 

West made his normal lead of the 
top of his spade sequence, and de- 
clarer saw al once that, if the dia- 
mond finesse were to succeed, the 
contract was beyond reproach. 
Should it fail, however, the defend- 
ers would be in position to cash four 
bean tricks to defeat the contract. 

Declarer had already diverted at- 
tention from the heart suit in the 
bidding. To reinforce that impres- 
sion, she won the ace of spades and 
dropped the queen from her hand! 
When West won the first diamond 
trick with the king, he saw no reason 
not to continue spades — indeed, 
that might have been imperative had 
declarer held the ace of hearts and 
not the king of clubs. The result? 
The contract rolled home. 

West might have done better to 
hold up the king of diamonds one 
round. That would have permitted 
East to discard the jack of spades on 
the second diamond, making the 
heart shift easier to find.

New travel tax 
scheme endorsed 


THE House Committee on 
Tourism has endorsed a 
proposal calling for the reduc- 
tion of the travel tax for Filipino 
and expatriate residents. 

The committee headed by 
Rep. Honoralo Aquino, former 
tourism undersecretary said the 
reduction would make “travel 
more affordable to the majority 
of the Filipinos.’ 

Under the new tax scheme, the 
travel economy class is pegged at 
P600 ($20); business; P 1 ,000; and 
fust class, PI, 500. The present 
tax is PI, 620 for economy and 
P3.200 for first class. 

The Aquino proposal is 
actually a compromise on an 
earlier bill filed to abolish the 
travel tax while increasing the 


airport terminal fee from P200 to 
P300. 

Another proposal submitted 
by lhe Department of Tourism 
(DOT) recommended a uniform 
travel rate ofPl ,000 as travel tax. 

Tourism Secretary Jose 
Antonio U. Gonzalez estimated 
that the reduced travel tax 
scheme would cost the govern- 
ment P700 million a year. 

But Aquino stressed the com- 
promised bill would resolve the 
dispute that may arise, mainly 
over revenue loses. 

The compromised bill, would 
also incorporate tax exemptions 
for government officials on 
official trips, children below 12 
years and non-resident Filipino 
citizens slaying in the country for 
120 hours, Aquino said. 


War on public smoking 


SEN. Ernesto Herrera has filed a 
bill seeking to ban smoking in 
public conveyances and in 
enclosed public places. 

Senate Bill No. 375 prohibits a 
person from smoking aboard 
public utility vehicles and in 
hotels, moviehouses, 

educational buildings, offices 
and commercial edifices, 
auditoriums, and similar struc- 
tures where people assemble. 

Violators face a penalty of 10 
days imprisonment or a fine of 
not less than P500 but not more 
than Pi, 000, or both. 


The owner, operator, man- 
ager, his employee or agent, or 
any law enforcement officer who

Owners or operators of public 
conveyances or of enclosed 
public places shall be required to 
post “no smoking" signs in cons- 
picious sections within the 
premises. 

Violation of such requirement

Herrera said the main objec- 
tive of the proposed measure is to 
reduce the hazards of smoking to 
a person’s health and well-being, 
as it has been confirmed that 
smoking has a positive link to 
lung cancer, chronic bronchitis,

Marcos 
return in 
national 
interest 

LEGAZPI CITY: The 

immediate return of former 
President Marcos will work 
favourably to the national 
interest of our country because it 
is the secret to our economic 
recovery and its resulting peace 
and greater stability. 

This was the gist of the 
interview-dialogue given by LF 
Young Turks Chairman Rey T. 
Fajardo to the leaders of the 
group in Bicol. accompanied by 
Young Turks Secretary-General 
Jerry F. Adevoso. 

According to Fajardo, there 
are secret negotiations for a Mar- 
cos return which involve a sub- 
stantial deposit of gold bullion in 
Switzerland, enough to prop up 
the Philippine economy as well as 
the gold reserves of the US at 
Fort Knox. 

Fajardo said the Young Turks 
came to know of this information 
from the person authorised to 
undertake the negotiations 
which confirmed a previous 
expose on the matter by the 
leader of a consumer group who 
had obtained the same informa- 
tion from the late CB Governor 
Gregorio Li car os Sr. 

“We suspect that this gold 
bullion discovered during the 
Marcos presidency was the same 
treasure the Japanese failed to 
bring out during the war, and it 
properly belongs to the Philip- - 
pine government and people and 
should be brought back for their 
benefit,” Fajardo said. 

- - “The- Philippine- government 
should immediately give its go- 
signal for the Marcos return, oth- 
erwise it will run the risk of being 
accused of taking undue per- 
sonal interest in the loot, con- 
sidering its pre-disposition to 
' undertake the negotiations with 
Mr Marcos in secret,” he said. 

At the same time, Angie Hon- 
rado, LP Young Turks Regional 
Chairman of Bicol. reported that 
his recent radio broadcasts, in' 
which he had ventilated- the 
irrefutable legal and and moral 
issues behind a Marcos 
homecoming, had been the 
subject of numerous positive 
feed-backs. 

He said some negative talk on 
the subject had come from 
groups who refused or seemed 
unable to refute specific prov- 
isions in the 1 935, 1 973 and 1 987 
constitutions. Filipinotraditions 
and moral principles. 

In his low-key dialogues with 
Bicol Young Turks, Fajardo 
recounted that he had recently 
been to the USA and Hawaii, 
where he had picked up con- 
siderable valuable information 
which “the Filipino people 
should know about.” 


US bases: let people decide through a referendum 


IT has been 20 years since nation- 
alist groups started the fight for 
the bases* removal from the 
Philippines. 

The reason? The presence of 
the bases, according to these 
groups, did not bring any econ- 
omic benefit for the country but 
instead lead to the militarisation 
of the Philippines to protect US 
military and business interests. 

It is two years now since the 
new government of President 
Aquino assumed power from the 
US-backed Marcos dictatorship. 
President Aquino, in pre and 
post election statements, made it 
clear that the issue of the bases 
will be submitted to the people in 
a referendum. 

What are the issues regarding- 
the bases? Are the Filipino peo- 
ple publicly aware of its strategic 
importance in the ASEAN 
region? 

Why are the Filipinos deeply 
divided on the issue concerning 
its presence in the Philippines? 

Historical background 

In the year 1947. a document 
was signed known as the Military 
Bases agreement wherein the 
U.S. was given a 99-year lease to 
around 23 sites for military bases 
on an area expanding to 210,000 
hectares. 

The agreement spelled out the 
status of U.S. Armed Forces 
present in the country. In return 
For the above lease, the U.S. 
government committed itself to 
the development of the Pbilip- 


As the talks on US bases gets underway, there is 
intense debate in the Philippines regarding the 
necessity of these bases. In this article, Danilo D. 
Mendoza, a noted economist and C.P.A. outlines 
the history of the bases and advocates a referen- 
dum on the issue. 


pine Armed Forces in a separate 
agreement (also in 1947) known 
as the Military Assistance 
Agreement. 

In 1947, the U.S. and the 
Philippine government, agreed 
to mutual assistance bribe event 
of unfriendly forces attacking 
and they signed another treaty 
known as the Mutual Defence 
Treaty of 1951 which was further 
amended and revised in 1953. 

The 1 953 agreement called for 
‘ U.S. economic and military ass- 
istance to the Philippines in the 
form of equipment, materials 
and other forms of aid. 

In 1959, the U.S. bases lease 
was reduced from 99 years to 25 
years in the document known as 
the Serrano-Bohlen Memoran- 
dum of Agreement. 

The Philippine sovereignty 
over the bases was spelled out in 
the agreement and further stated 
that the U.S. government would 
consult the Philippine govern- 
ment any time the bases are used 
for combat operations. The 1959 
'agreement reaffirmed the Philip- 
pine ownership of the bases' 
lands. 

Since 1947, lhe Military Bases 


Agreement has been amended 34 
times and the area covered 
reduced from roughly 210,000 
hectares to 82,000 hectares. 

The Filipino People and the 
U.S.A. 

Despite the granting of Philip- 
pine independence in 1946, the 
Filipino people have relied 
greatly on America for economic 
growth and development 

Over 340 U.S. companies are 
operating in the country cover- 
ing diversified fields related to 
engineering, consultancy, bank- 
ing. finance, agriculture, mining 
and production of consumer 
goods. 

Likewise, almost two million 
Filipino migrants are in various 
states in America and roughly 
five million Filipino relatives in 
the Philippines are directly econ- 
omically benefuted by them. 

The U.S. government has 
opened its immigration doors to 
a never ending exodus of 
Filipinos who are out to seek a 
better life in America. 

In Asia, no other country has 
absorbed intense American 
values, tradition and culture as in 
lhe Philippines. 


It is also a fact that the 
Filipinos’ love for democratic 
ideals and its inherent institution 
were all patterned after the U.S. 
and all inherited from its US 
allegiance. 

The Major US Bases 

A. Subic Naval Base — This is 
the supply and repair base for the 
US Seventh Fleet consisting of 
around 100 ships and 450 air- 
crafts. 

B. Clark Air Base — This is the 
seat of US Communication and 
Logistical support for forces in 
Southeast Asia. This base houses 
the 13th Air Force and is widely 
known as the major base of the 
US Air Force. 

C. Wallace Air Station — This 
serves as radar facilities for 
military air traffic. 

D. San Miguel — Naval com- 
munication facilities are main- 
tained here. 

E. Camp John Hay — Ideally 
situated in Baguio City, this 
facility serves as recreation base 
for American workers and their 
dependents and friends. 

The US Bases in Asia 
The strategic location and 
importance of the US bases in the 
Philippines to maintain the 
balance- of power in Asia is 
widely given significance and 
acceptance by Pentagon 
officials. 

The Cam Ranh Bay, a former 
US base now occupied by the 
USSR is siluated closely to the 
South China Sea. The Philip- 
pines, bounded by the Pacific 


Ocean and the South China Sea, 
is ideally located that the US 
bases in its territories is deemed 
irreplaceable. The Philippines’ 
accessibility in case of any naval 
or air operations due to its sea 
lane boundaries, cannot be 
duplicated anywhere else in the 
Asian region. 

An added factor that makes 
the US bases in the Philippines 
important is its cost of mainten- 
ance. The low labour cost of 
Filipino workers serving the 
bases makes the US cost of base 
operations in the Philippines 
negligible compared to its other 
military installations around the 
world. 

The maintenance requirement 
of the US Seventh Fleet which is 
handled by the Subic Naval Sta- 
tion cannot be matched in terms 
of repairs and maintenance cost 
if handled by other countries in 
the region. 

The South China Sea that 
bounds the Philippines is also of 
key importance to its US and 
Japanese allies. It is widely 
known that this is the major sup- 
ply route of oil supplies coming 
from the Middle East through 
the Strait of Malacca. 

The Filipino People's Decision 

With ihc piuiw.^ of Soviet 
forces in Cam Ranh Bay and the 
South China Sea, Pentagon 
officials warn that these Soviet 
military activities are a threat to 
the security of the Philippines 
and the entire Asian region and 
only the US presence in the 



region can deter any Soviet 
expansionist plan. 

The present government of 
President Corazon Aquino must 
be firm in its resolve and pre-elec- 
tion campaign promise that the 
bases issue will be decided by the 
Filipino people in a referendum 
to be called for this purpose. 

With re-negotiations to start 
in 1988, it is widely suggested 
that the government must 
prepare and create an atmos- 
phere of open and intelligent ven- 
tilation of ideas on all issues. 

In a referendum, the people 
will answer some of the issues 
that need to be resolved and the 
major ones are the following: 


to' the continued presence of the 
bases in the country? 

b) If we agree, how many years 
of lease shall we give the US 
government for their continued 


stay? 

c) Shall we consider the US 
government’s payments for the 
bases as aid or rent? 

d) How much rent or aid 
should they pay for their use of 
the Philippine territory? 

e) If we will not agree to the 
continued presence of the bases, 
the referendum must also decide 
on how many years grace period 
we shall allow the US govern- 
ment for their final poll out from 
the Philippine territory. 

When all the questions 
surrounding the bases’ impor- 
tance and/or irrelevance are 
presented to the Filipino people 
in a free and democratic way, it is 
believed that this nation can 
chan geits course of history as the 
Filipinos will be directly involved 
in deciding a major issue, that 
will spell the future of their coun- 
try and its people.

Lawmakers finish bill 


US trade balance improves 


WASHINGTON, April 9, 
(Reuter): The US trade deficit is 
expected to show signs of contin- 
ued improvement this week as 
lawmakers strive to complete 
comprehensive legislation that 
would change US trade policy 
dramatically. 

The government on Thursday 
will report the US trade deficit 
for February and many analysts 
expect it to provide further 
evidence that the US trade 
balance is starting to improve 
after five successive years of 
record deficits. 

Most economists say they 
expect the February trade gap 
will be down from the 512.44 
billion deficit in January. 

Joseph Carson, senior econ- 
omist at Chemical Bank in New 
York, foresees a trade gap of 
about $11.7 billion for the 


month, reflecting a rebound in 
id ti 


US exports and little change in 
imports. 

Trend 

Many economists and admin- 
istration officials see the trend of 
rising US exports and levelling or 
declining imports continuing as a 
result of the lower dollar value. 

Economists and business 
leaders are concerned whether 
major US trading partners wfll 


beable to absorb enough imports 


from the United States to 


ports 

Keep 


the US economy expanding as it 
shifts from a major importer to a 
major exporter. 

Carl Weinberg, chief econ- 
omist at High Frequency Econ- 
omics in New York, said that, 
except for West Germany, 
America's trading partners will 
enjoy strong economic growth 
this year. 

“We've turned the comer on 
trade,” Weinberg said. Con- 
sequently, the dollar has fallen 
enough in value, he added. 

If the current trend continues, 
with exports rising and imports 
levelling off, the US could 
reverse the trade deficit in about 
12 to 15 months, he said. 

Just how well the US trade 
balance is improving will be 
clearer later this month when the 
government reports gross 
national product data for the 
first quarter of this year. The 
GNP report shows die actual 
volume of trade, while the mon- 
thly trade report to be issued on 
Thursday shows the value, which 
is influenced by the declining 
dollar. 

“I believe people will be surpr- 
ised ... as to how much the trade 
deficit has improved," Carson 
said. 

The improving US trade pic- 
ture, though, has not d iminish ed 
Congress’ will to pass major 


trade legislation. 

“The trade situation is per- 
ceived to be an enormous 
problem,” said one congres- 
sional staffer. “You need more 
than what we’ve got now to say 
there is a substantive trend 
(toward improvement).*' he 
added. ’ 

Blame 

Furthermore, should theecon- 
omy begin to falter in this elec- 
tion year, the trade deficit, along 
with the huge budget deficit, 
would be singled out by 
politicians for blame, he noted. 

A slowdown in - the current 
economic expansion, now in its 
65th month, would give 
Democrats, trying to use the 
trade issue to their political 
advantage, ammunition in their 
battle to win control of the White 
House from Republicans. 

But the improving trade deficit 
has strengthened the administra- 
tion's bargaining position in its 
negotiations with the lawmakers 
to get the more controversial 
provisions taken out of the leg- 
islation. 

“If the numbers had remained 
the same or worsened it would 
have put the administration in a 
much weaker bargaining posi- 
tion," said a congressional staf- 
fer.. 

The US trade deficit in 1987 


was a record $171.2 billion up 
from a record 156.2 billion m 
1986. 

House and Senate negotiators 
expect to complete work on 
omnibus trade legislation in 
about two weeks. The bill would 
give the US trade representative 
more power to deal with unfair 
trade practices by trading part- 
ners. It would also increase the 
number of unfair trade cases 
investigated and speed up the 
decision-making process on 
retaliation. 


A number of provisions the 
administration called unaccepta- 


ble have been removed from the 
legislation. Most notable was the 
Gephardt amendment, named 
after its sponsor Congressman 
Richard Gephardt, a Missouri 
Democrat who ended his 
presidential bid last month after 
poor showings at the polls. 

The measure would have 
required retaliation against 
countries that achieved persis- 
tent large trade surpluses with 
the United States because of 
unfair practices. 

- Also yet to be resolved by the 
House and Senate negotiators is 
a measure that would require 
greater disclosure of foreign 
m vesunen ts in the United States. 
The Reagan administration has 
expressed concern it would dis- 


courage foreign investment and 
thus drive up interest rates. 

The lawmakers will have to 
resolve that issue when they take 
up the legislation again on Mon- 
day. 

Lawmakers also are likely to 
review some of the more con- 
troversial provisions of the final 
bill before it goes before the full 
House and Senate. 

One provision opposed by the 
administration would require 
companies to give advance 
notice of plant closing, and 
layoffs to workers. 

A proposed ban on imports 
from Toshiba Machine Co for 
three years for selling sensitive 
equipment to the Soviet Union 
also was likely to be reviewed, a 
congressional source said. 

The feeling among some trade 
lobbyists is that these more con- 
troversial measures will be 
removed from the final bill. 

“We wil get a bill the 
president can sign.” said William 
Archery, Vice President of the 
US Chamber of Commerce. 

He said some of the concern 
over the trade bill being loo 
protectionist might have been 
excessive. 

“There was this feeling that 
this (legislation) was going to be 
a draconian, awful thing and that 
is not title case.'' he said. 


US commerce secretary for Moscow 


Verity expects no breakthroughs in Soviet trade talks 


WASHINGTON, April 9. (AP): 
US Commerce Secretary C. 
William Verity says he expected 
no breakthroughs in trade talks 
next week with Soviet officials in 
Moscow. 

But Verity, who is leading a 
delegation of American officials 
for the tenth session of the joint 
commercial commission, said 
yesterday that he was hopeful the 
negotiations could lay the groun- 
dwork for expanded trade. 

The joint commission was for- 
med in 1973 to bring trade agen- 
cies of the two governments 
together. The meetings will take 
place at the same time a trade 
delegation of 400 American 
businessmen will be in Moscow 


for talks on trade opportunities. 

The trade meetings will come 
six weeks before US President 
Ronald Reagan travels to Mos- 
cow for his fourth summit with 
Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gorba- 
chev. 

• Opportunities 

Verity, who will be meeting 
with Soviet officials including 
Gorbachev, said the United 
States would seek expanded 
opportunities for American 
companies to sell' their products 
in the Soviet Union. 

Last year, trade between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union totaled $.l.fi -billion, .two- 
thirds of that in grawtsajes. This 
represented just 0.5 per cent of 


American export sales and was a 
decline from $4.5 billion in US- 
Soviet trade in 1979. before 
President Jimmy Carter imposed 
a trade embargo after Soviet 
troops invaded Afghanistan. 

“We are not going to Moscow 
for any breakthroughs.” Verity 
said. “We do not expect any 
dramatic increase in trade to 
result. What we hope to do is to 
create a new climate and a foun- 
dation for future trade.” 


Talks 


Verity said he would stress that 
expanded trade can only take 
place if the Soviets make “further 
improvements eteewhere-in our 
bilateral relationship, par- 


ticularly on human rights and 
immigration." 

Asked whether the announ- 
cement on Thursday that Soviet 
troops would begin pulling out of 
Afghanistan on May 15 would 
help the trade talks. Verity said 
he believed that Reagan was 
“very happy’’ with the develop- 
ment. 

“There isn’t any question in 
my min d that if the Soviets would 
continue to indicate that they 
would like to lessen tensions, that 
would certainly have an effect on 
the American people and the 
American Congress,” Verity 
said. 

• ■ Verity, who willleave for Mos- 
cow tomorrow, won cabinet 


approval earlier this week for a 
plan to set up high-level working 
groups with the Soviets to spur 
exchanges in five areas: food 
processing, energy, construction 
equipment, medical products 
and the services sector, including 
insurance. 


Verity said it was hoped that 
these working groups will 
provide channels to develop 
specific markets for US 
products. 


The meetings next week are 
expected to produce some 
agreements on the establishment , 
of joint ventures - between 
American companies and the;

Wall Street pinning hopes on dollar, trade 


NEW YORK, April 9, (AP): 
Wall Street analysts are looking 
for good news on the dollar and 
international trade to put some 
fresh impetus into the stock 
market's early- 1988 rally. 

Such sustenancecould come in 
the week ahead, they say, from a 
meeting of the so-called Group 
of Seven industrialised nations in 
Washington, or from the Com- 
merce Department's monthly 
report on the US trade balance 
for February. 

Advance estimates call for the 
trade data to show continuing 
improvement from the record 
levels it reached last fall. 

But even when stocks rose on 
Friday to new highs since the 
October crash, the mood of 
many analysts and money man- 
agers remained subdued and 
unenthusiastic. 

Themes 

Brokerage-firm analysts com- 
plain of a shortage of ideas or 
investment themes that stir up 
any interest among their cus- 
tomers. 

Stanley Berge. analyst at the 
firm of Tucker, Anthony and 
R.L. Day Inc., describes current 
sentiment in the market as “10 
per cent long-term bulls, 10 per 
cent long-term bears, and 80 per 
cent somewhere in the middle." 

Much of the caution, of 
course, is the legacy of the crash 
last fall- But some of it also may 
derive from memories of what 
happened in the markets at this 
time a year ago. 

An inflation scare shot 
through the bond marked send- 
ing interest rates sharply higher. 

Stock-market investors coul- 
dn't shrug that off. The Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrials, 
after h itting a then-record high of 
2,405 on April 6, fell to 2,216 by 



May 20. 

As it turned out, that was 
nothing compared to the 
collapse that was coming later in 
the year. Still, it remains in Wall 
Streeters’ memories as a period 
in which even some big-time 
professional traders got badly 
burned. 

It doesn't help now that bond 
traders are once again talking 
about the possibility of Federal 
Reserve credit-tightening to 
keep inflation at bay. Yields on 
long-term government bonds 
climbed from about 8 ] -4 percent 
to the neighbourhood of 8 3-4 per 
cent in the past few weeks. 


The atmosphere could 
improve, many observers 
believe, if the markets keep get- 
ting encouragement from the 
news on the dollar and foreign 
trade.

Texaco 
officially 
emerges from 
bankruptcy 


NEW YORK, April 9, (AP): 
Texaco Inc. officially ended a 
year under bankruptcy court 
protection on Thursday, com- 
pleting its legal fight with Penn- 
zoii Co. but facing continued 
pressure from dissident share- 
holders and takeover strategists. 

Under a reorganisation plan 
approved on March 23 by a ban- 
kruptcy court judge, the oil giant 
based in White Plains, New 
York, transferred $3 billion to a 
Houston bank account in Penn- 
zoil’s name. Texaco also will 
begin making another $2.6 
billion in payments to its other 
creditors. 

The four wire transfers to 
Texas commerce bank took 10 
minutes to complete, bank 
officials said. 

In exchange for the $3 billion, 
Pennzoil will drop its claim to a 
SlO-3-billion judgment against 
Texaco that Houston-based Pen- 
nzoil was holding when Texaco 
filed for protection from its 
creditors on last April 12. 

Action 

Texaco said it took that action 
to avoid having to post a poten- 
tially ruinous multibillioD-dollar 
security bond while appe aling 
the judgment awarded Pennzoil 
by a Houston jury in November . 
1985. 

Following US bankruptcy 
court judge Howard Schwartz- 
berg’s approval of the plan — 
worked out in December by the 
two companies and committees 
representing Texaco creditors 
and shareholders — Pennzoil 
borrowed $2.7 billion from a 
consortium of banks. 


IMF urged to issue new money to help keep currencies stable 


WASHINGTON, April 9. (AP): 
The Internationa] Monetary 
Fund should issue about $29.5 
billion in new money to help keep 
world currencies stable and help 
solve the Third World debt 
problem, a spokesman for a 
group of commercial banks said 
yesterday. 

“Not every one of the banks 
would endorse every line, but 
there’s a consensus,” said Horst 
Schulmann. managing director 
of the Institute of International 
Finance. The group represents 
165 banks in 38 countries. 

Schulmann’s proposal was 
released at a news conference in 
advance of next week’s semi- 
annual meetings in Washington 


of the IMF and its sister organ- 
isation, the World Bank. Lead- 
ing bankers and government fin- 
ancial leaders are due to attend. 

Schulmann wants the fund lo 
create 21.4 billion of its “special 
drawing rights.” known as 
SDR’s. 

Currencies 

These are now worth about 
$1.38 each, and are based on the 
price of four other major curren- 
cies as well as the dollar: the West 
German mark, the British 
pound, the French franc and the 
Japanese yen. Total value of the 
SDRs would thus equal about 
$29.5 billion. ■ 

SDR's are handled only by 
governments and a few special 


governmental bodies. They exist 
not as coins or paper money but 
only as entries in ledgers and 
computers. 

According to Schulmann's 
proposal, the money would be 
given to member governments in 
proportion to rheir status in the 
fund. Thus the wealthiest coun- 
tries would get the biggest shares, 
with about $5.9 biilion worth 
going lo the United States alone. 

Britain would get more than $2 
billion West Germany about 1.8 
billion. Franc* 1.5 billion and 
Japan 1.4 billion. 

Schulmann, a West German, 
said the United States could use 
the money for dealing on 
currency exchange markets to 


keep the dollar stable while other 
governments could hold more of 
the new kind of currency instead 
of dollars. He suggested that 
many feel they already hold too 
many dollars.

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Government tries to boost productivity 

Bright prospects for Iraq economy 


WASHINGTON, April 9, 
(Kuna): A study by the US Com- 
merce Department has con- 
cluded that Iraq's economy 
seems to have stabilised despite 
the costs of the eight-year-old 
war with Iran. 

The study, acquired by Kuna, 
says that "the overall economic 
outlook has now improved as a 
result of the rebound ofoii prices, 
government austerity program- 
mes which cut domestic civilian 
expenditures, and overall import 
levels, and new bilateral debt res- 
chedulings." 

' Survey 

ThesLudy on Iraq is part of the 
Commerce Department's 
"foreign economic trends and 
their implications For the United 
States" which is issued on coun- 
tries around ihe world. These 


annual surveys are usually 
prepared by the American 
embassies in these countries and 
forwarded to the State and Com- 
merce Departments in Washing- 
ton. 

The survey shows that the 
Iraqi economy in Uve fall of 1987 
— the latest period covered in 
this study — was much better off 
than in 1 986, when Iraq suffered 
from the 1 986 decline in world oil 
prices, the drop in the dollar’s 
value, the problems of meeting 
Iraq's sizeable foreign debts, and 
the fiscal and physical costs of the 
war with Iran. 

The Commerce Department 
study expects Iraq's 1987 oil 
revenues to be nearly 50 per cent 
above the 1986 $7.5 billion 
figure. 

It notes that Iraq’s govern- 
ment is now pursuing wide-rang- 


ing economic reforms to increase 
productivity and to encourage 
private sector industrial growth 
and import substitution. 

According to the study, oil 
exports earn over 95 per cent of 
Iraq's foreign exchange income. 
Oil production accounts for 
about 60 per cen t oflraq’s Gross 
National Product (GNP). 

Facilities 

New oil export facilities, 
opened in 1984 through Turkey 
and in 1985 through Saudi 
Arabia; have enabled Iraq to 
increase crude oil export levels 
and bypass older export facilities 
closed or destroyed because of 
the war. . 

Completion of the new 
500,000 barrels per day loop of 
the existing I raq-Turkey pipeline 
in August 1987, raised Iraq's oil 
exports to over 2 million barrels 


per day of crude, the study says. 

The recently^signed Iraq- 
Saudi Arabia pipeline project 
will boost Iraq's oil export 
capacity to well over $3 million 
barrels per day by late 1989. 
according to the Commerce 
Department study. 

Reserves 

The published statistics in this 
study show that Iraq is the 
United States' third best cus- 
tomer in the Arab world after 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

US exports to Iraq in 1987 
were likely to reach nearly $700 
million. Agricultural products 
lead US exports to Iraq, followed 
by capital goods, parts, and com- 
ponents. 

Iraqi exports to the United 
States in 1986 totalled $473 
million. The export figure for 
1 987 was not available. 


Investor sentiment is very ‘optimistic’ 

Tokyo stock exchange bounces back 


TOKYO, April 9, <AP): Less 
than six months after the global 
market collapse, Japanese stock 
prices have surged above pre- 
crash levels, due to market 
resilience and renewed con- 
fidence in the country's healthy 
economy! officials said. 

"People have realised the 
Tokyo market has certain streng- 
ths," said Simon Smithson at the 
Kleinwort Benson investment 
firm. 

Slipped 

The main index of the Tokyo 
Stock Exchange, the world's lar- 
gest in terms of money invested, 
fell 1 5 percent last October in the 
session after the Dow Jones 
Average of 30 industrial stocks 
fell a record 508 points, or 23 per 
cent 

On Thursday, - the Nikkei 
stock average of 225 selected 
issues finished making up all its 
lost ground as it surpassed its 
pre-CTash level and reached its 
highest level in history, 
26.769.22. 

On Friday, the Nikkei index 
slipped less thjn one-tenth of per 
cent losing 20.33 points to close 
at 26,748.89. 


The Dow Jones index, mean- 
while, still languishes more than 
8 per cent below its level of the 
day’ before the crash and 24 per 
cent below its peak of last 
August. Other world slock 
exchanges are also below pre- 
crash levels. 

Julian Jones of the Vickers da 
Costa investment firm said ihe 
Tokyo market had been pushed 
by factors "intrinsic and unique 
to Japan” which had more to do 
with underlying domestic econ- 
omic factors that could not be 
applied internationally. 

"They were Japanese 
reasons,” he said. 

P’-ofRs 

He said some of these factors 
are low interest rates, high cor- 
porate profits, strong economic 
growth estimated at a 7 per cent 
annual rate in the last quarter of 
1987 and inflation so low that 
consumer prices in February 
were seven-tenths of 1 per cent 
below that for a year earlier. 

Also, investors are reassured 
by controls on price movements 
of stocks, which they believe 
protect the market against a 


crash, Smithson said. 

Still, some Japanese officials 
worry that the Tokyo Stock 
Exchange is bouncing back too 
fast. 

Satoshi Sumita, governor of 
the Bank of Japan, said on Thur- 
sday that stock prices have risen 
too rapidly in relation to econ- 
omic growth. 

Surge 

Many investment strategists 
view the market surge in a 
favourable light. Hisamichi 
Saw a, chief strategist at the 
Prudential Bacbe investment 
firm, said the Tokyo Stock 
Market is sensitive to corporate 
earnings and that the Nikkei’s 
rise was powered by substantial 
improvements in company 
profits. 

“The domestic sector is now 
growing by more than 6 per 
cent,” Saw a said. Other analysts 
agree, and say the economy's 
overall growth — compensating 
for a decline in exports — will be 
a 4 per cent to 4.5 per cent this 
year. 

Sawa attributed the market's 
resilience to a "substantial level 


of liquidity and low interest 
rates." The prime lending rale in 
Japan is 5.5 percent. 

"Investor sentiment is very 
optimistic,” Sawa said. “Money 
is flowing into the market from 
bond investments and savings 
accounts.” 

Traders also agreed that a sta- 
.ble foreign exchange rate is con- 
tributing strongly to the Nikkei 's 
continuing bulush performance. 
The US dollar fluctuated mainly 
in a narrow range of 125 to 128 
yen last month. 

"People realised the dollar was 
not headed for 1 20 yen as quickly 
as they originally thought" said 
Qap Ham. director of research 
at Jardine Fleming. 

"Removal of this fear has 
pushed the market up", he 
added. 

Many analysts said the coun- 
try’s system of government con- 
trol over daily market 
movements also played a sub- 
stantial role in fuelling the rise. 

"There is no doubt about it” 
said Ham. Investors are bound to 
feel comfortable with “a. market 
secured in government interven- 
tion,” he said. 


Opec team 
considers 
output under 
cloud of weak 
oil prices 

VIENNA, April 9, (Reuter): 
Five of Opec's main strategists, 
met in Vienna today against a 
backdrop of weak oil prices to 
consider the organisation's out- 
put and the impact of increasing 
supplies from non-Opec 
producers. 

The group's price committee, 
comprising oil ministers from 
Saudi Arabia, Indonesia, 
Nigeria. Algeria and Venezuela, 
is empowered to call an extraor- 
dinary meeting of ail 13 members 
which could cut oil production, 
but signals emerging by midday 
today seemed to rule out such a 
gathering. 

Panel members arriving on 
Friday for the one-day session 
had cooled oil market specula- 
tion that there might be a crisis 
meeting before the next Organ- 
isation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries ministerial meeting 
due in June which will set 
production levels for the second 
half ofl 988. 

"I don't think we will decide 
anything that will change past 
Opec decisions," said Indon- 
esia's recently -appointed Oil 
Minister, Ginandjar Kartasas- 
mila. 

Topic 

Delegates said a key topic 
today would probably be how 
the organisation might 
cooperate with non-Opec coun- 
tries to restrain output, par- 
ticularly in the light of a recent 
London strategy meeting of 
seven non-Opec Third World 
producers. 

The Opec committee will also 
examine the report of a Dutch 
auditing firm which is monitor- 
ing compliance with Lhe current 
Opec production and pricing 
agreement signed here in Decem- 
ber. 

Oil analysts did not expect an 
emergency meeting to be called 
which could change that 
agreement particularly with the 
Muslim fasting month .of 
Ramadan starting on April 18. 

In December the organisation 
set an output ceiling of 15.06 
million barrels per day (bpd) for 
the first six months for 12 of its 13 
members. Iraq refused to sign 
because it did not get output 
parity with Iran.ilsGulfwarfoe. 


KD deposit 
rates steady - 

KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
were largely steady yesterday 
amid tight liquidity, although 
spot-next firmed. 

Dealers said the market was 
quiet. The Central Bank abs- 
tained from launching new 
treasury bill or bond issues. 

Overnight and tomorrow-next 
were offered at four percent with 
few or no bids but spot-next was 
traded as high as 9-1/2 per cent 
after starting the day at 7-1/2, 6- 
1/2 percent. 

The fixed periods ere quiet at 
around Thursday’s levels of 
seven, 6-1/2 percent for the one- 
month. 6-5/8, 1/8 per cent for Lhe 
three-month, 6-1/4. 5-3/4 per 
cent for the six-month and six, 5- 
1/2 per cent for the one-year. 

Firmer 

The Central Bank dinar 
exchange rate firmed slightly to 
0.27377/87 to the dollar from 
Thursday's 0.27398/408. Com- 
mercial banks quoted spot rates 
of around 0.27380/90. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits were steady yester- 
day in a dull and liquid market 
which lacked direction ahead of 
the traditionally quiet Muslim 
holy month of Ramadan, due to 
begin next week. 

Dealers said the kingdom's 
bank were keen to lend one,, two 
and three-month funds but 
expectations rates would climb 
later this year dampened trade. 

Steady dollar interest rates 
and an anticipated government 
bond issue are both expected to 
exert upward pressure.

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Navratilova struggles past Reggi 


HILTON HEAD ISLAND, 
South Carolina, April 9, (AP)- 
Top- se cded Martina 

Navratilova needed three sets 
and nearly two hours yesterday 
to beat No. 8 seed Rafaella Regn 
of Italy in the 5300,000 Family 
Circle Magazine Cup tennis 
tournament. 

Navratilova won the match 4- 
6, 6-2, 6-3 to advance to the 
semifinals. 

Navratilova, who previously 
had never lost a set to Reggi, lost 
the first game and ‘the first set in 
the quarterfinal match. 

Navratilova, ranked No. 2 in 
the world, was plagued by unfor- 
ced errors ana Reggi’s slicing, 
two-handed backhand. 

“I made a lot of unforced 
errors. ... also, she played a lot 
better than J thought (she 
would). 

Better 

"It took me a while to figure 
out that her backhand was better 
than her forehand,” Navratilova 
said. “So 1 played to her fore- 
hand.” 

It was an emotional match for 
the players and the spectators. 
During the first game of the 
second set Navratilova screamed 
at herself, and in the third set 
threw her racket to the ground. 

After Reggi won the first set 6- 
4, much of the crowd began 
cheering for the Italian, who at

Ireland triumph in 50km road race 


NEW YORK, April 9, (AP): 
Ireland, spurred by a brilliant 
perfonnance by John Treacy, 
scored a surprisingly easy victory 
over the United States team 
today in the Asics Cup America's 
Ekiden 50-kilometre road relay. 

Treacy, the silver medalist in 
the 1 984 Olympic marathon and 
the 1978 and 1979 world cross- 
country champion, ran the 
fourth leg of 1 .500 kilometres for 
Ireland. 

He started his leg 23 seconds 
behind Mark Curp, ranked the 
No. 1 road racer in the United 
States last year. By the time he 
was finished and handed the sash 
to anchorman John Doherty, 


Treacy was about 45 seconds 
ahead of Curp. 

Doherty, running 10 
kilometres, then withstood a 
strong challenge from Ed Eyes- 
tone of the United States. Eyes- 
tone, at onetime closed the gap to 
about 20 seconds before tailing 
back in the closing stages. 

The winning time for the 
Ireland team in the race through 
the streets of New York was 2 
hours. 25 minutes, 12 seconds. 

Preceding Treacy and 
Doherty for Ireland were Mar- 
cus O'Sullivan, the second fastest 
indoor railer in history, who ran 
the opening five-kilometre leg, 
Frank O'Mara, the 1987 world 


indoor 3,000-metre champion 
who covered eight kilometres 
and Roy Dooney, who ran 12 
kilometres. 

Ireland and the United States, 
timed in 2:26:02, were followed 
by England in 2:27:32 and the 
Soviet Union in 2:27:49 among 
the nine international teams 
competing in the first Ekiden 
held outside Japan. 

Of the 50 slate teams plus the 
district of Columbia and New 
York City that were entered, the 
first-place finisher was Califor- 
nia. 

More than 5200,000 in prize 
money was at stake, with the win- 
ning team collecting 520,000.

Annacone, ranked No. 50 in 
the world and without a tour- 
nament championship since 
1985, started slowly but got the 
better of five first-set service 
breaks.

Annacone was 
down an advantage point in the 
final game of the set but closed it 
out when Connors lost three 
straight points, hitting his test 
two shots out orbounds.

through the 1988 Masters tour- 
nament 

Lyle, one of only six players to 
break par in the first round due to 
strong, gusty winds, held a two- 
stroke lead over American Mark 
Calcavecchia. who added a 69 to 
his opening 71. 

“I’m playing my best game,” 
Lyle, the 1985 British Open 
champion said, after making six 
birdies and one bogey, for a two- 
round total of 1 38. “I’m reaping 
the rewards of hard work and 
practice.” 

Lyle, who won the Greater 
Greensboro Open last week and 
the Phoenix Open earlier this 
year, also acknowledged that 
experience helps in the Masters. 

Criticised 

‘Tve played here for about six 
years, so I'm getting to know the 
course better — where to hit and 
where not."

National Goff Club's 6,905-yard 
course became a hot topic when 
veteran Fuzzy Zoeller severely 
criticised its putting surfaces. 

Zoeller, who finished the day 
tied at 142 with fellow-American 
Gary Hallberg 142. shocked 
many players and sportswriiers 
with his comments. 

Zoeller fired a six-under-par 
66, the best round of the tour- 
nament — and then bitterly criti- 
cised the cherished Augusta 


course, considered one of the 
greatest in all of golf. 

“It’s no fun to play golf when 
the greens are as fast and as hard 
as they are,” the usually happy- 
go-lucky Zoeller said. 

“The greens are so fast they're 
unbelievable ” the admittedly 
angry Zoeller said in a highly- 
un usual tirade — especially after 
he made seven birches and only 
one bogey. 

“1 get angry when 1 hit good 
shots and don't get rewarded,” 
Zoeller said of the extremely firm 
putting surfaces. 

Zoeller, the only player to win 
the Masters in his first 
appearance, in 1979, said he was 
not directing his anger only at 
Augusta National. 

“It's not just Augusta,' it’s all 
the majors. The majors are get- 
ting to be a joke,” added Zoeller.

Hallberg, who has won two 
tournaments in eight years on the 
American PGA Tour, also had 
some unkind remarks about the 
greens of Augusta. 

“The greens are like concrete,” 
Hallberg said after three-putting 
twice. “Think of a pool 
(billiards) table with pota lo chips 
(crisps) scattered around it,” 
Hallberg said, referring to ball 
marks and other imperfections 
on the putting surfaces.

John Aldridge, who will never 
replace Ian Rush in the eyes of 
the fans at Anfidd, was the hero 
of the hour as Liverpool over- 
came Nottingham Forest to 
reach the Football Association 
(FA) Cup final today. 

Aldridge, Liverpool's premier 
striker since Rush joined Juven- 
tus this season, scored both goals 
as three times Cup winners Liver- 
pool reached the final for the 
eighth time. 

Liverpool's opponents at 
. Wembley on May 14 will be unfa- 
shionable Wimbledon, who 
came from a goal behind to beat 
Luton Town 2-1 in the other 
semifinal at White Hart Lane, 
Tottenham. 

Liverpool, chasing their 
second League and FA Cup dou- 
ble in three years, exacted full 
revenge for last Saturday's 2-1 
defeat by Forest in the First Div- 
ision with a typically profes- 
sional display at Sheffield Wed- 
nesday's Hillsborough ground. 

Swarmed 

They had to survive a torrid 
opening 1 0 minutes as the young 
Forest side swarmed around 
goalkeeper Bruce Grobbelaar in 
search of an early goaL But 
Liverpool took the lead in their 
first real attack in the 12th min- 
ute. 

Forest defender Steve Chettle 
pulled down England forward 
John Barnes and Aldridge coolly 
slotted home the resultant pen- 
alty for his 24th goal of the 
season. 

The Irishman reached the 


quarter-century mark after 52 
minutes when he volleyed home 
from close range following a 
move involVing Barnes and his 
England colleague Peter Beard- 
sley. 

Forest boss Brian Clough, 
appearing in his first FA Cup 
semifinal after 26 years as a 
player and manager, watched 
Liverpool assume total control 
after that but they could not con- 
vert their supremacy into a third 
goal. 

And Liverpool found their 
League and Cup, double hopes 
under threat in the 66th minute 
when Nigel Clough, subject of a 
£1-5 million ($2.8 million) trans- 
fer bid from Pisa of Italy in mid- 
week, reduced the leeway. 

Grobbelaar failed to hold a 
long cross From Forest striker 
Paul Wilkinson and Clough jun- 
ior forced home the first FA Cup 
goal of his career, his first ever 
against Liverpool, and the first 
the Reds* had conceded in this 
season's competition. 

Wimbledon, who left the 
Fourth Division only five years 
ago, totally dominated the first 
half against Luton but fell behind 
to a Mick Harford goal after 48 
minutes.
